-eedure for a legal separation is simple and a divorce is grant- 
ed as a matter of course. In these countries Protestantism is 


more firmly established than in any other nations of the 
world. ‘Until a few years ago it mizht be said there were no 
lice in this Northwest section of Europe. And even 
the faithful are very few in numbers. In those coun- 


tries the causes for divorce in contested cases ate more 
‘numerous than in the United States, and usually the only 
: question at issue in a divorce proceeding is the disposition of 
“the children. Otherwise the marriage contract is of the same 
‘Jegal status as ordinary business contracts. 


In apite of this'in Sweden, Norway and Finland, divorce 
tates, Our rapid Ameri- 
can divorce tate which is the most astounding phenomenon 


| Glaidobes of today; cannot altogether be attributed to loose 
‘divorce Jaws. One of every six marriages in the United 


States ends in the divorce court. The latest available statis- 
tices from the Scandinavian countries show that in Denmark’ 
there were granted twenty-seven divorces for each one hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants. In Norway there were only four- 
teen to the same number, while Sweden shows nine and Fin- 


and only six. Our high divorcee rate is symtomatic of lax 


moral principles rather than lax laws. Marriage is not a holy 
estate, it is only a concession to social conventions with mil- 
lions of Americans. To reform our divorce laws there must 
first be a reform of morals. 

The root of our divorce problem is the unfortunate fact 
that marriage is considered a mere civil contract without any 
religious significance. Outside of the Catholic Church the 
relation between man -and wife possesses only a legal status, 


| only those binding qualities which belong to any civil contract 
“and which the state can regulate and even abolish or pro- 


hibit. The divorce evil in our country may be properly at-

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ANOTHER MOVE TO “COP” THE COIN 
OF E. Z. MARKS. 

Two more anti-Catholic societies have been launched. 
“The Kansas City Times” (March 13, 1923) gives space to a 
report of a new organization. The new movement is to be 
called “The Independent Protestant Party.” A meeting was 
held, on March 12, at the First Christian Church, and at- 
tended hy ahout seventy-five people. It is said that a com- 
plete city ticket will be chosen at the next election. After 
two or three “patriots” had remaled their hearers with ac- 
counts of Rome’s alleged “political activity” in America, it 
came to light that Billy Parker, of “The New Menace,” is 
National Chairman of the new “party.”’
